Israel Manufacturing First Transistors 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Sample transistor units 
have already been manufac- 
tured in Israel, and are in 
due course to replace most of 
those imported. Transistors, 
which have now replaced 
vacuum tubes in most elec- 
tronic equipment, require a 
high degree of kncw-how 
and skill to manufacture, and 
only a minimum of raw ma- 
terials -— wire, metals, 4 
scrap of plastic. 

The average transistor is 
only a centimetre long. This 
has made possible the minia- 
ture radios, tape-recorders, 
microphones, etc. that are 
now in general use. Tran- 
sistors are equally necessary 
for the electronic parts of 
such large-scale equipment 
as guided missiles
